The CSUS Administration is analyzing methods of reducing 
natural gas consumption on campus, particularly in high - usage 
areas like the gas kilns in the art department, according to Fred 
Cunha, director of Campus Planning 

However, engineers at Plant and Operations are unable to monitor 
gas consumption because there are no gas meters on the majority of 
campus buildings, the Hornet learned Thursday 

“There are some buildings and functions on campus that are big 
users of gas. We're looking at things like gas kilns,” said Cunha. "I 
went over there, and there's about a two to three - inch line of gas 


com ing 


in just for the kilns alone,” he added 


“Just looking at those lines, | know the consumption is rather high.” 
‘We are going to try and get more meters, but there are presently no 


meters there,” Cunha said 


‘We do use a tremendous amount of energy in the kilns,” agreed 
Mike Whisenhunt, chief engineer at Plant and Operations. “We've 
been trying for three years to come up with energy dollars to go ahead 
and install gas meters in high usage areas on campus, SO we Can 
determine where our expenditures are." 

Whisenhunt explained that engineers had been working on several 
plans for-installing light, gas and steamflow meters on campus in: 
order to monitor consumption, but he was unable to project a starting 


date for the projects 


“First of all, | haven't got the plans approved,” said Whisenhunt. 
“There's a jot of controversy about whether it should be done or not, 
He added that the equipment was costly, and that cost would be 


passed on to the student 


The Food Service Building and the Hornet Bookstore were man- 
dated to make a maximum effort to conserve energy, Whisenhunt 


said

Zioiist claims U.S. needs Israel

“If we're worried about Russia and imperialism, we should 
support Israel," according to Glen Hammel. president of the 
CSUS Jewish Coalition 

“It's in the United States’ best interest to back the only stable 
democracy in the Middie East 

Hammel and his roommate Robert Kahn separately ventured 
to israei as participants in a Leadership Training Seminar The 
purpose of the trip was to allow interested students from all over 
the country to see both the good and bad of Israel “That Way 
yOu acquire a love for the state based on love through 
knowledge, not rhetoric,” explained Khan 

Hammei and Khan, who discussed the West Bank issue with 
israeli heads of state, said Israel is toying with the idea of setting 
up @ country on its border “which may mean its own des- 
truction.” 

Israel has custody of an area between Israel and Jordan 
known as the West Bank. The Jordanians want the land And |Is- 
rael may give it to them, even though it may mean setting up a 
hostile country on its border 

“They're damned if they do and damned if they don't,” said 
Hammel, who predicts a Jordanian West Bank will quickly 
become Palestine Liberation Organization - dominated. Ac- 
cording to Hammel, the area would then be analogous to Libya, 
which he desc: bes as the exporter of international terrorism. a 

country with its own freewheeling terrorist organization 

But the Israelis don't feel that they can keep the land 
because most of its residents are Arabs who don't want the Jews 
there 

Except for Jerusalem, the West Bank was never annexed by 
israel, and they don't want to annex it now. Arabs have many 
nations of their own: the Jews have only one, said Kahn 

“Isreal is not an expansionist power ” argued Hammel. “The 
West Bank was taken in defense, despite israel’s historical right

The two students asked if the United States was also shun- 
ning Israeli help. They said that Israel is making great strides in 
solar energy which could benefit the United States 

The oil companies control the American interest.” claimed 
Hammel. “The United States is bowing down to the Arab oil 
selling out what is moral for what brings in money. It's time the 
world got its priorities straight - truth, justice and al! that.” 

Hamme! fears that the United States does not support Israeli 
decisions 

“The world was silent during the genocide of Worid War |. Will 
it accept a holocaust caused by the Arabs?" he asked. “There 
was a magnificent, awesome silence when Iraq and Iran began 
warring. But last year one - third of the U.N. resolutions 
condumned Israel 

“Begin is a dogmatic militant,” said Hammel. “He is right, but 
like the guy who cruises through a green light, gets hit and 
killed. You're right maybe, but you're still dead.”

In the case with Soviet troops in 
Cuba, should those persons in 
Washington create a national 
crisis merely to goose their 
hard - line constituency? Though it 
does seem acceptable to take a 
small issue and turn it into an over- 
sized one, it is not acceptable to 
take a non - issue and pump it up 
like so - many Macy's Thanksgiv- 
ing Day parade balioons. Persons 
who perpetuate such a ‘crisis’ 
should use better judgement in the

The memory of the collective 
electorate is fairly short, and as a 
result, blunders and miscues can 
quickly be buried by the sharp - 
thinking politician.

Social programs 
should be spared 


Last week, Defense Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger called for a 
drastic rearming of America. Todo 
this, Weinberger explained, the ad- 
ministration would have to “re - ex- 
amine the whole priority of the 
nation.” Weinberger was talking 
about a “guns or butter” decision 
that will have to be made to achieve 
rearmament along with a tax cut 
and a balanced budget 

Weinberger reappeared in the 
news this week and said the 
deployment of the neutron bomb 
in Europe is being corsidered 
This leads me to believe the 
decision has already been made 
The decision to promote ar- 
maments rather than people 
signals a direction of the Reagan 
administration that is both damag- 
ing domestically and threatening 
to our survival 

America will not be more secure 
cutting the social programs 
Weinberger suggested may be cut 
in order to pay for increased 
defense expenditures. True, the 
decade ahead is unpredictable and 
dangerous, but it only becomes 
more so with America’s re - entry 
into the arms race. The entrance 
into the conflict is not made any 
sater or less likely by having more 
hardware; it is made easier and far 
more dangerous. 
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The increase in the sheer 
numbers of weapons — both 
nuclear and conventional — sim- 
ply increases the chance they will 
be used There is no security in 
nuclear weapons 

The decade ahead will also be 
unstable for this country. It is not 
the time to fund government 
programs arbitrarily, but more im- 
portantly, it is aiso not the time to 


shelve government programs, 
sight - unseen. Many of these 
programs are necessary and 
should not be abolished in favor of 
defense spending that will hurt an 
already sick economy 


These states are far from united. 
The issues of racism, boredom and 
greed could shake this country 
apart long before a B-1 bomber 
could do us any conceivable good 
These issues must be contronted; 
they will not go away just because 
the Reagan administration feeis 
this country’s priorities lie 
elsewhere 

When we get a group of leaders 
who realize it is the people who are 
the priority, this nation will once 
again be truly formidable.

The Chiid Care Center is con- 
sidering an increase in the size of 
its playground and an expansion 
of its services for night students 

‘Everytime we have a fund 
raiser it is earmarked for the play 
yard,” Child Care Center Director 
Gail Loper said. The Parent Trust 
Fund, operated by the Parents’ Ad 

 visory Council, has raised about 
$3,500 for the project through bake 
sales and donations. In addition, a 
Child Care Center Craft Fair may 
be repeated this year 

At the first Parents Advisory 
Council meeting this semester a 
pian to lease the undeveloped land 
in front of the present center was 
drawn up

A temporary building was 
moved and set up last August to 
expand Child Care services to in 
clude a Drop - In Clinic and Infant 
Toddler Center, adding. according

But 
we are operating at full capacity 
and are on schedule,” said Loper 
A Child Care Center Expansion 
Trust Fund Committee was es- 
tablished by the ASI and funded in 
two separate allocations from the 
AS!

Last year, the peak period for gas consumption was January, when 
the campus used 215.000 therms One therm equals approximately 
100 cubic feet of natural gas, and currently costs 44 cents, and keeps 


rising 


In November the campus used 150,894 therms of gas. according to 
university energy reports, at a cost of $68.715. By comparison, in 
August, when there were not full time equivalint students, the campus 
used only 8,152 therms at a cost of $3.644 

Whisenhunt said that the kiins were old and burned ‘quite a batch 
of therms. “On a lot of the kilns, the name plate is gone and we cannot

Because of severe funding 
reductions, the Programs for Adult 
Students Admission and Re - entry 
(PASAR)*Zouid be cut back dras- 
tically or phased out this year 

Five of PASAR's staff are paid 
through federai funds from. the 
Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act, administered by the 
city and county of Sacramento 
The CETA program faces possibie 
elimination by the Reagan ad 
ministration in the coming months 

According to PASAR Director

Prof. praises government intervention

Americans must realize that 
government intervention helps 
rather than hinders the economy 
Stanford Economic and Education 
Development Professor Martin 
Carnoy said in a speech at CSUS 
Thursday

Carnoy said “We have to push 
away from reforms which move 
away from the idea that the only 
good thing for this country is 
bigger corporate capital, that 
capital does well and that only 
government and people screw up

intervention and the reason it has

Without government interven- 
tion, Carnoy said, there would be 
an average 12 percent unem- 
ployment, and people would be 
starving in the streets 

The problem (resulting from 
this misconception of government 
intervention) is that the state ts 
unable to deal with the economic 


crisis in the traditional manner 
Carnoy said. Previously, he ex- 
plained, even liberal solutions 
served capital interests in an 


abstract sense by cutting benefits 
to raise capital and at the same 
time lowering real wages 

According to Carnoy, hope that 
the economy will grow faster is 
based on the assumption that a 
reduction in taxes will increase 
investment home at rather than 
investment abroad. Another as- 
sumption is that increased 
investment at home will employ 
more people, he said 

Carnoy said these assumptions 
are basically false. “The 
government will shift the money 
into inflationary defense expen- 
ditures which generate income, 
not products,” he said 

Carnoy added that a cut in taxes 
would rot be as much as expected, 
and the effects of a decrease would 
be small. Finally, he said, there is a 
movement to invest abroad partly 





due to the new assertive power at- 
tituge and the multinational cor- 
porate demand increased 
protection of investments aborad 
The result is an economic system 
that is “hierarchical, unjust and ex- 
ploitive,” Carnoy said 

The solution, Carnoy said, is to 
have workers gain power over the 
state in the form of economic 
democracy 

Basically, the main. con- 
tradiction in American society is 
that there is quite a bit of political 
democracy, and there is little 
economic democracy,” Carnoy 
said 

The amount of economic 
democracy is decreasing because 
10 percent or less of the population 
are currently designated as self - 
employed, compared to 1870 when 
70 percent of the male population 
were self - employed, he said. The 
other 90 percent of today's 
population are wage earners or are 
dependent on wage earners, Car- 
noy added 

There needs to be a movement 
toward worker - consumer control 
at the community levels over the 
investment and production 
policies, Carnoy said 

In order to dismantie the large 
corporations in a movement 
toward economic democracy, you 
need to democratize the 
workforce, gain increasing control 
over the process of investments 
and develop a form of alternative 
Production.” 

Workers and consumers must 
gain control at the community 
level over the investment and 
Production policies of large cor- 
porations, Carnoy said 

“It is those large corporations 
which control investment policy in 
this country despite the fact that 
the state spends 33 percent of the 
GNP and directly employs 25 
percent of the work force,” Carnoy 
said.

Chiidren in today's society are 
subject to a number of ability and 
intelligence quotient tests for 
schoo! related purposes 

The most commonly used tests 
are Culturally biased, according to 
Rene Merino, director of the CSUS 
Bilingual Education program 

Merino said that the result of 
many of the tests that are ad- 
ministered tn minority students are 
misleading 

“The two basic tests that are 
given today to minority students to 
measure IQ and school ability are 
really aimed at the white middie 
class population,” Merino said 

The Wechsler intelligence 
Scale for Children and the Stan- 
ford Binet are the two basic tests 
used today. They are used 
primarily in testing school 
children, although any age group 
can be tested 

Low scores on 4 particular test 
could seriously affect a student's 
education. In many cases the 
student is placed in iower level 
classrooms because of a poor 


score 

All kinds of psychological fac- 
tors are involved due to tests like’ 
these,”

}:On Jan. 13 the National Collegiate Athletic Association, at its an- 
tual convention in Miami Beach, Fla., voted 137-117 to hoid cham 
fionships in women's athletics 

The landmark decision has drawn mixed emotions from women 
ahletic directors and coaches throughout the country 

+ The NCAA's action means that Division | playoff games will be 
tplecast nationally in women’s sports An action considered 
preposterous only a few years ago 

Athletic Director irene Shea, and head football coach Bob Mattos 
fppresented CSUS at the convention — Shea as the institution's vot 
ing representative 

- Shea and Mattos both view the NCAA's decision as a milestone for 
women's athietics, governed for 10 years now by the Association of 
intercoliegiate Athletics for Women 

“A year ago, they (the NCAA) voted in women's championships in 
Division Ii, Ill and V sports,” said Shea, who voted for the measure 

“In the year since then, they've been putting together a new 
goverence package to get women involved in the goverence of 
NCAA,” Shea added 

There were several votes taken before the measure to hold womens 
championships was passed and Shea sites greed as the reason forthe 
Division | school’s initial reluctance to give women a piece of the pie 

“The big schools don't want to share their TV revenue with the 
women,” Shea said. “The mens programs in those big schools get alot 
of money from basketball and football reveriue (gate and TV money) 
and now they are going to have to involve their women You cant 
said 

The NCAA's ruling does not bind women’s athietics to post season 
piay in NCAA sponsored tournaments or games 

“The NCAA has offered an alternative They haven't taken over 
womens sports, they ve just offered an alternative to institutions such 
as Ours to make a choice of going to NCAA championships or going to 
AIAW championships,’ Shea said 

“By having championships they had to let women be involved inthe 
governance of the NCAA and the sport committees and al! the other 
things,” Shea said “it was a very historical convention just from that 
standpoint. | nere s women invoived in all the committees now. whict 
is a first,’ Shea said 

Shea said that women now will have more power than ever before 
as far as governance is concerned 

“There were a few women involved in committees before 
added. “But they were not women in charge of women’s athletic 
programs. They might have been a voting representative for ar 
institution or an athletic director, but now itis specifically women who 
are involved in womens athletic programs and this is a first.’ Shea

‘They (the women) are not actually going to get their way every 
time,” Shea said. “But they are going to start making peopie think a lit- 
tie differently and in time | think what you are going to sae is the com- 
ing together of different philosophical beliefs and the NCAA taking 4 
slightly different iook.” Shea said 

There's going to be problems, there aiways are, especially when 
you're bringing new people into an organization,” Shea said. “They 
don't understand where the other organization has been going for 75 
years. They have their own ideas so it's going to take a while for 
everybody to learn to trust each other,’ Shea explained 

‘It takes time, but once trust is established, you're not thinking 
men, you re not thinking women, you re thinking the way it should be 
and thatis what's best for the student athiete and the institution,” Shea 
said 

Shea does not, as yet, know the fate of Sacramento in this brave 
new world ‘We havent got any reports from the sports committees so 
we dont have anything to react to. But | would suspect that a lot of 
schools such as ours, Division Il schoois, Division tl! schools, non 
scholarship schools that don't have alot of money. can't afford not to 
go with the NCAA for championships,’ Shea said. “Right now, we just 
dont have the money to send our athletes to the AIAW,” Shea added 

We send a lot of our teams to nationals and it’s costing us $35 
40,000 a year. Shea said “To go to the NCAA championships next 
year, our travel expenses will be reimbursed, plus they'li pick up per 
diem (per day expenses) if theres enough money available,” Shea 
said

DeLuca, who has been performing for nearly six 
years, began his career in hypnotism as a Clinical

“After | got out of college (with degrees in 
psychology and communications from the Univer 
sity of Miami, Fla.), | worked for a psychologist who 
taught me hypnosis for weight and cigarettes While

DeLuca dazzles all, mesmerizes 


Alter DeLuca got his masters degree, he became 
a full time hypnotist’ He began performing 
hypnotic acts based on communication and ex 
panded them over the years into a stage show 

A person doesn't have to be gifted to be a 
hypnotist. All it takes is a fair amount of intelligence 
perceptiveness toward your audience and a lot of 
Study and practice The actual induction of hypnosis 
isn't that difficult,” said DeLuca 

DeLuca explained that all hypnosis is, is self 
hypnosis. He said that since all he is doing is making 
suggestions to his subjects, his major task is figuring 
Out which of his subjects’ senses (hearing, sight or 
touch) is the appropriate one through which he 
should channel suggestions. DeLuca does this by 
recognizing mannerisms through non - verbal com 
munication. Lulling someone into a hypnotic state 
isn't difficult unless the subject has a mental block 
preventing him from being hypnotized, he said 

Finding the proper and subtle way to hypnotize 
someone, and not accepting only one determiner 
are two of the most important things DeLuca has 
picked up during stage performances 


Clinical myths about hypnosis exist claiming a 
single test is the factor determining whether or not 
someone can be hypnotized, said DeLuca 

There is an eye roiling test where, if you can roll 
back a certain way, you carn be 
This test rules out everything else, but

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‘Those kinds of tests rule out a lot of people wno 
can be hypnotized Once you find the proper way to 
hypnotize a person, they become a good hypnotic 
subject over and over again,” said DeLuca 

A lot of people believe these types of myths 
about one way of doing it because someone with 
authority says so or because a book says so. They 
believe without investigating on their own. After 
nypnotizing people in different situations. you can 
see there are other ways of doing things 


DeLuca has worked with a number of clients who 
have been told by other hypnotherapy specialists 
that they are unable to be hypnotized. in two or three 
minutes they're in a deep trance 


DeLuca can also perform a hypnotic act called 
age regression,’ while a subject is in the state of 
somnambulism. Under age regressior, a person 
under hypnosis is brought back to his c: \idhood or 
an earlier time in his life. The subject acts 1s though 
he is the age DeLuca suggests 

Another one of Del.uca’s favorite acts involves 
extended sensory perception, (not to be confused 
with extra sensory perception, ESP), the ability of 
DeLuca to perceive what an audience member is 
thinking very quickly 

There are signs you can utilize to understand 
what peopie are thinking almost word for word, and 
if you can't use the signs by theirselves, you can 
make them think certain things,” said DeLuca

even determine their energy consumption,” he commented 

“The kilns should be looked at. If the department is aware that the 
kilns use tremendous amounts of gas, maybe they should evaluate the 
programs and kiln usage.” 

Whisenhunt pointed out the responsibility for energy conservation 
lies between the departments and the administration. “If he (Cunha) 
suspected that energy was being wasted in an area, he should ask the 
department to take a look at themselves.” 

“My dilemma is that all | can monitor is the gas used campuswide,” 
Cunha countered. "! can tell a department to curb its energy use but | 
don't know whether it will follow through.” 

Cunha added he did not want to hinder educational programs on 
campus by forcing energy cutbacks 

“If the students in the art department need the kiins for their 
programs, then the university has a responsibility to provide this 
regardiess of cost,” Whisenhunt agreed. 

Art department Chair Phil Hitchcock denied that the kilns were 
fired without supervision or after hours 

They're always supervised. We don't roast any pigs in there,” Hit- 
hcock said. “The kilns are always filled completely before they're 
fired.” 

Hitchcock added that several art department professors were 
researching ceramics clay formulas that require lower firing 
temperatures and thus less gas. Hitchcock is attempting to secure 
release time for the professors in order to research the problem 

“There are concerns for conserving energy,” he commented. “The 
problems with the kilns is... after so many years, we keep repairing 
them and repairing them. Hitchcock said new kilns are costing 
approximately $13,000 to $15,000

Energy horizons expand with solar power on the rise

When architect, phiiosopher, designer, and man 
about - the - world Buckminster Fuller spoke at 
CSUS last year, he pointed out man’s notoriously 
narrow and prosaic scope of galactic reference The 
universe is constantly changing and shifting, yet we 
continually refer to the sun, the planets and other 
Objects as “up,” “down,” “north,” south,’ ete This 
limited sense of location has hampered man for 
hundreds of years, skewing everything from 
navigation to the search for energy 
Only in the last 10 years or so have we profitably 
pried Our gaze away from the limit and shrinking 
stretches of terra firma to contemplate and act on 
the possibilities of solar power 


A quick flip through the yeliow pages of 
Sacramento phone books from the last four or five 
years reveals, numerically at least, a growing 
industry for solar equipment installation, sales and 


service 

The number of solar equipment businesses in the 
Sacramento area has leaped from approximately 45 
in 1977 to near 140 this year. Based on the current 
rate of expansion, there should be about 155 solar 
elated businesses by the end of 1981. including 
organizations offering solar products and servicing 
as a sideline (many plumbing and home 
firms are adding solar services and products) and 
those started exclusively as solar heating 
operations. A wide range of products varying greatly 
in price and form is available. The most popular solar 
heating devices are used to heat houses, swimming 
pools and spas. A brief survey of local solar 
equipment businesses shows an industry expanding 
quickly, limited only by the pace of design 
improvement and by economic conditions 


eating 


California state government has a substantial 
bank of information and aid for consumers 
interested in investing in solar heating systems, and 
aiso provides many services for prospective solar 
entrepreneurs. There is also a smail group of 
industry organizations and trade associations which 
lobbies for bills affecting the industry and provides 
technical information and advice for businesses and 
the general public 

At least five government agencies offer 
information on business prospects, solar energy 
effectiveness, cost profit ratios, installatior 
procedures and construction advice about ar 


assortment of devices in both passive and act 


solar systems. The Public Utilities Commissior 
promotes sojiar energy implementation through 


regulations and investigation of competition, to hel 


make sure an equitable marketplace exists for fair 


and competitive deveiopment of the solar energ 
industry

1990 will probably provide 10 to 15 percent of 
required energy in the Sacramento area 
An executive at Cal Air Solar in Sacramento says 
the industry is “basically in it's infancy, and it 
probably wil! continue to grow for the next few 
years.’ As with many of the businesses in ‘he 
burgeoning Sacramento solar industry, Cal Air 
Solar has been operating only a few months and 
settled here because surveys showed a growing 
market 
There are a few large solar equipment businesses 
in Sacramento, but most of the market belongs to 
the medium - sized operators with a smattering of 
small business at the bottom of the list. The 
materials cedures required for installatior 
of solar equipment do not fall under 
high technology, so expertise in 
d maintenance of the devices takes 
only modest training. The layman, however, is not 
idvised to try fitting any structure with a solar device 
without a good deal of preparation, for this requires
